His case 
was diagnosed on August 25 in 
Bryn Mawr Hospital. 

The board decreed that all chil- 
dren under the age of 16 are for- 
bidden to attend any church or 
Sunday School service, motion 
picture theater or gather in any 
public or private meeting place 
until further notice. 

George B. Suplee. Borough 
Health officer said "Although we 
onlv have one case, it is expected 
that other cases may appear and 
that the return of children from 
camps following Labor Day will 
also introduce an unknown factor. 
Because of these facts it is only 
action."

Legion Speaker Just 
Returned From 
17,000-Mile Tour 

Little effort has been put forth 
toward practical plans of rehabili- 
tation in Belgium and France, 
membeva of the Merion Post. 
American Legion, heard Tuesday 
night at the War Tribute House. 

The speaker was Bernard V. 
Pieffer. member of the Post and 
an expert associated with the Fed- 
eral Economic Administration, who 
has completed a 17,000 mile trip 
through the Reich. The Govern- 
ment sent Pieffer. who speaks 
German fluently, to Germany to 
visit the industrial centors and 
gather technical information. 

He said that bombing had de- 
stroyed 50 percent of most of Ger- 
many's industrial centers and that 
Essen and Hamburg were 90 per- 
cent destroyed. Heidelberg, he 
said, was untouched. 

In contrast with Belgium and 
France. Pieffer said. Denmark and 
Belgium are making considerable 
progress toward rehabilitation. 

Pieffer was one of 200 technical 
experts who made the trip.

Capt. Lanahan of Narberth Writes of 
Experiences When Ship Was Torpedoed 



Capt. F. Benedict Lanahan of 
1202 Wynnewooa Rd., Narberth, 
is again on his way to duty in the 
Pacific after an interruption of 
neariy eight months during which 
time his ship was torpedoed from 
under him. 

In a letter to his brother, David 
J. Lanahan. 81 Irving Place, New 
York City, he describes his exper- 
iences at sea for six days and 
seven nights. 

The letter is as follows: 

"I was among a group of Army 
personnel aboard a U. S. Victory 
ship carrying mail to India 
through the Indian Ocean. On a 
night in early February the ship 
was struck by a Jap submarine 
torpedo. 

For four days the Australian 
authorities knew nothing of the 
sinking because our ship's wire- 
less and auxiliary equipment was 
put out of commission. Then by 
chance a merchant marine picked 
up one of the life boats and gave 
the alarm. So then the Australian 
Navy began a search involving 
control from two continents and 
co-operation of three navies and 
two air forces. The search lasted 
32 days and 142 survivors were 
rescued. 

In Largest Group 

I was among the second and 
largest group found. 92 having 
been on a raft 6 days and 7 
nights. We were lashed to three 
other rafts. Two more rafts and 
a life boat beyond our sight were

It's estimated that more than 15.000 
letters were delivered as a result of the postmaster's thought- 
fulness.

End It Here 



This week's mail indicates the Editor has had only partial 
success in outlining his conception of what constitutes news and 
of the obligation which is imposed on any trustworthy news- 
paper, small or large, to keep its community properly informed. 

Dr. Albert C. Barnes has written us another letter, and he 
has made it evident that he is nqt at all impressed by what we 
have said about journalistic orthodoxy. His neighbor, Mrs. 
Joseph D. Malkin, also accuses us of being "careless of facts" 
and asserts we are "putting the township and its citizens in a 
bad light in order to benefit Mr. Frankel. 

Solace, however, comes from Freda and Leopold Mamolen, 
205 Rhyle Lane, Bala-Cynwyd, who seem to get some of the 
points we sought to make in our letter. She says, "Gratitude 
because you recognize and can clarify principles that could be- 
come obscured with high-sounding labels and self-guided civic 
intent."

It would make good reading if we published these interesting 
and well-written letters, but we are afraid that would only con- 
fuse the issue further. If a newspaper warrants its franchise 
as an impartial disseminator of news it will print both sides of 
the case. Opinions should be reserved for the editorial page. 

This controversy presents many editorial opportunities. One 
editorial point might be that laws passed by society for its own 
protection, not men, govern our American relationship. We 
could say, for instance, that Frankel is entitled to all the privi- 
leges accorded him under the law as it is on the books. That 
those who "boo" him because he has taken full advantage of his 
legal rights are quite out of order and are apparently more in- 
fluenced by emotion than clear thinking. It could be hoped, we 
might say. that they would adopt a more effective way of dis- 
sent in advocating their own cause, particularly when that cause 
may be made a very impressive one. 

Then again the editor might deal with the restraints that 
a man should impose on himself when he enters onto a commer- 
cial venture in a neighborhood that has been strictly residential 
and has avquired nation-wide fame as one of the country's most 
distinguished suburban sections. That topic easily lends itself 
to some incisive writing, and perhaps it would gain for the editor 
a greater popularity than any solicitude he might express for 
the recognition of the literal law.

The burden of this piece, however, is to again assure Doctor 
Barnes and his friends that we hold no brief for Mr. Frankel or 
for his strictly commercial enterprise. We printed what we had 
heard about his intentions and in plain, forthright manner. 
Similarly, we printed in great detail the plans and protests of 
those who oppose the erection of the apartment house and we 
claim that no unbiased reader could discern any prejudice on 
the part of the paper in either story.

Robertson's Son 
Honored in Death 



U. of P. Track Coach 
Accepts Three Medals 
For Flyer Son 



Lawson Robertson, 142 Latches 
La.. Cynwyd. veteran track coach 
at tlie University of Pennsylvania, 
on September 1 accepted for his 
son, Lt. ug> Charles A. Robert- 
son, three medals which were 
awarded posthumously. 

They were the Navy Cross, the 
Air medal and the Purple Heart. 
Lt. Robertson, a Navy dive bomber 
pilot, died in a valiant attack on 
a Japanese cruiser in which he 
scored a hit on tlie enemy vessel, 
brought his plane down on the 
water with one wing burning 
thereby saved the life of his gun- 
ner, though he himself was mor- 
tally wounded. 

The elder Robertson, who has 
received many medals — and 
trophies for his athletic achieve- 
ments, accepted the decorations 
from Capt. L. M. Stevens. U. S. N. 
retired, director of the Navai 
R. O. T. C unit at the university 
at the ceremony in Coach Robert- 
son's office. 

The engagement in which Lt 
Robertson died was in tlie Second 
battle of the Philippine Sea on 
Oct. 25. 1944. when he was "flvir.g 
to extreme range." from the car- 
rier Hancock, the Navv citation 
stated. 

Coach Robertson, who as de- 
veloped nine world's record hold- 
ers and five winning Olympic 
track teams in 25 years, has two 
other sons in the. services — Sgt 
Lawson.

The Montgomery County Court 
issued an order last Thursday to 
restrain Ephraim J. Frankel. real 
estate promoter, from proceeding 
with the construction of a six- 
story apartment house at the 
southwest corner of Old Lancas- 
ter Rd. and North Latches Lane. 
Merion. 

The action of the Court follow- 
ed Frankel's announcement ap- 
pearing in this newspaper the pre- 
vious week that he intended to 
proceed with his building plans in 
Merion and Wynnewood. As a re- 
sult of the new court action, work 
stopped in Merion but on Tuesday 
ground was broken at Lancaster 
Ave. and Wynnewood Rd. for the 
five-story apartment Frankel is 
building in Wynnewood. 

Workmen have nearly completed 
the excavation there and footing 
will be poured shortly. Frankel 
said yesterday. He stated that the 
building materials are becoming 
available and that the steel, which 
has already been ordered will ar- 
rive in October. Frankel said that 
work on the' roof will begin before 
wint.pr sets in. 

The Court set September 10 as 



the date on which arguments will 
be heard on the temporary re- 
straining order which prevents 
] Frankel from going ahead in 
1 Merion. 

This is tlie same date on which 
arguments will be heard in an- 
other legal action which was 
started by the Merion Civic Asso- 
ciation and John P. Connelly to 
prevent C. E. Rahn. Lower Merion 
superintendent of building inspec- 
tion, from issuing a building per- 
mit to Frankel and also to pre- 
vent Frankel and his associates 
from proceeding. 

Last week Frankel declared he 
was going ahead with his plans 
because he had in his possession 
a building permit which the Court 
directed the building inspector to 
issue. Frankel said he considered 
he was acting within his legal 
rights as he had no order from 
the Court concerning any pending 
legal action or an order to desist 
from building. 

On Wednesday Frankel said 
that work on the Merion project 
had been stopped upon the ser- 
ving fir th" injunction and that

Cited for Work 
In CBI Theater 



Lieutenant Colonel Arthur L. 
Cooke. 207 Lantwyn Lane. Nar- 
berth. has been awarded the Leg- 
ion of Merit. America's fourth 
highest decoration, by Major Gen- 
eral D. L. Weart, of Chicago, com- 
mander of the China theater's 
new Tactical Headquarters. 

Col. Cooke, a member of the 
Corps of Engineers, has done eng- 
ineer reconnaissance in many dif- 
ferent parts of China since his 
arrival after completing the 
groundwork for the construction 
of the difficult Ledo Road in 
India's northeastern province of 
Assam. 

In several places in China. Col. 
Cooke was not only the first Amer- 
ican officer the local population 
had ever seen, but tlie first Amer- 
ican of any description. 

A private contractor in civilian 
life. Col. Cooke joined the Armv on 
January 1, 1943. attended ' the 
officer's course at the Engineer 
School. Camp Claiborne. La., and 
was sent overseas in April. 1943. 

Following his Ledo Road assign- 
ment was completed. Col. Cooke 
was sent to China on October 1. 
1943. where he was assigned as 
assistant to the theater engineer 
and sent out on reconnaissance. 

He was promoted to Lt. Colonel 
on June 26, 1945. 

His wife, Mrs. Marian H. Cooke, 
and children. Patricia Ruth. 19. 
and Arthur L.. Jr.. 11. reside at the 
Lantwyn Lane address. His moth- 
er Mrs. Robinson M. Cooke lives 
at 115 Dudley Ave. 

The Colonel was educated at 
Drexel University and is a member 
of Masonic Lodge F. & A. M. Cassia

As yet no postwar funds have 
been made available by the Fed- 
eral or State governments for use 
in the counties or smaller munici- 
palities. Most counties and mu- 
nicipalities have smaller 'appropri- 
ations set aside either in the form 
of postwar funds, bond issues or 
transferable reserves that could 
be used for a limited amount of 
road work, postponed because of 
the war. As one of the municipal 
engineers explained this would be 
used for the first phase of the 
postwar program and would be 
mostly "catching-up work". Be- 
fore the second phase of postwar 
work begins, involving new and 
larger protects, there would have 
to be money forthcoming from 
either the State or Federal gov- 
ernments. 

In Haverford Township commis- 
sioners have drawn up plans for 
a postwar program costing $1,037,- 
098.96 with S556.418.90 set aside 
for road improvements: in Lower 
Merion Township the postwar 
plan totals $1,500,000 with $497,- 
600 set aside for highways: in Nar- 
berth Borough there is a $419,739 
postwar program with a good part 
of it designated for road improve- 
ments. 

Obtaining laborers for road 
work still remains a problem in 
Lower Merion Township and Nar- 
berth Borough although in Haver- 
ford Township there were indica- 
tions that the manpower situation, 
was clearing. 

Since Japan asked for peace 
Walter E. Rosengarten. Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction in 
Lower Merion. has had four appli- 
cations for a laboring job and there 
have been none in Narberth Bor- 
ough. 

in Haverford Township Alex C. 
Williams, superintendent of pub- 
lic construction, said that he has 
had approximately 20 applications 
for work. 

Rosengarten declared: 

"We have a little money availa- 
ble and could put a dozen men to 
work tomorrow if we had them. 
In the course of another month, 
we expect to find these men filter- 
ing in. Of course we intend to 
give the preference to veterans."

The bill for a temporary injunc- 
tion was filed against Frankel by 
Lower Merion Township.

and commonly waisthigh even 
over our heads as the wind would 
rise. There was practically no- sun 
preventing our drying or warming. 

We lived daily on four or five 
ounces of water, four to six malt- 
ed milk tablets or a spoonful of 
pork mixture, after two, I passed 
it up and a few biscuits which 
eventually were to saturated with 
ialf water to eat. 

Not knowing that we were be- 
ing searched for or located was 
tht most depressing problem. The 
radio of the ship had been de- 
stroyed, so we knew that was no 
source of information. <">ne of the 
seniCh planes saw two rafts be- 
jend our vision, bu', d'd not see 
us. So we were no„ encouraged 
greatly by seeing it m a u.stai.re 
We were found by the frigate go- 
ing to the recognized rat is. and 
covering a course projected, along 
Ihe direction of the current and 
wind, it was a clever job done per- 
iectly. 

Lands at Perth 

After five additional days on 
the frigate, continuing the search, 
we were landed at the Western 
Australian port of Perth, and 
noused at the large U. S. Naval 
Receiving Station near by. 

Our experiences were grim 
enough, but others out 23 and 32 
nays, had greater suffering. They 
were in boats having sails and 
Httempted to reach land. We 
ciiifted 105 miles, the 23-day boat 
sailed 445 miles and the 32-day 
group 1400 miles. 

There were many details that 
are best told in person aud I'll 
.save them. One final one is this: 
Alter using all its torpedos on us 
the sub surfaced and cruised 
among the rafts and boats. It was 
an awful period for we could see 
it plainly within a few yards and 
expected it to strafe and take 
prisoners. It did neithei by the 
grace of God. We ouected each 
nir.lic that it wouici return but

Other than immerson feet and 
hands and loss of weight, I was 
Physically fit, and am completely 
recovered now. In fact oui inac- 
tivity and lush fooa of the pact 
four months have made over- 
weight our problem." 

Capt. Lanahan has been a resi- 
dent of Narberth for the past 30 
years and since his graduation 
lrom Jefferson Medical college he 
has practiced medicine in Nar- 
berth.

Sheppard, Mullin and 
Calvert Sparkle In 
First Scrimmage 

Lower Merion High's first foot- 
ball scrimmage of the season was

To offset that, however, the 
Maroon mentor yesterday revealed 
he was particularly pleased with 
the play of several newcomers, in- 
cluding former junior high and 
junior varsity candidates.

It won't happen this year be- 
cause equipment simply is not 
available, but you can mark it 
down as reasonably certain that 
Lower Merion High will enter the 
night football field in 1946. 

Lower Merion's School Board is 
reliably reported to have okayed 
night football (or nocturnal tilts, 
as we sportswriters so cleverly put 
it), about the same time Dick 
Mattis was taking over as Maroon 
mentor. And this is Mattis' fifth 
season. 

Asked his opinion of night 
games, Mattis didn't take time to 
draw a breath. "I'm whole- 
heartedly in favor of them," he 
declared. "I think we will be 
starting with it just as soon as 
we can get equipment. It's prob- 
ably too late this year, but I be- 
lieve we will go into that field in 
1946. 

"I think it's tne only salvation 
of scholastic football, from a fi- 
nancial angle. We can't compete 
with Penn and other college teams 
playing on Saturday afternoons — 
too many of our alumni are Penn 
grads, for one thing. 

"I think other schools eventual- 
ly will come around to it. Nor- 
r'istown High has been playing al- 
most every Friday night until the 
first of November for quite a few 
years, and has been drawing ter- 
rific crowds. They were able to 
pay off the cost of installation in 
almost the first year of opera- 
tion." 

It's estimated that a suitable 
plant can be constructed for 
$3,000. Mattis was asked why 
rented lights couldn't be procured 
in the event L. M. is unable to 
purchase its own equipment. 
"Rented lights aren't at all 
satisfactory," he revealed. 
"They cast too many shadows 
on the field and must be shut 
off whenever it rains. I've offi- 
ciated at many night games 
where lhe.v were employed and 
they can't compare in effi- 
ciency with permanent instal- 
lations." 

Collingdale, Prospect Park, Jen- 
kintown and Pottstown High have 
been playing night games for sev- 
eral seasons. It has been pointed 
out that games under the lights, 
at least at the outset of the sea- 
son, are much more comfortable 
for competitors, since Indian 
Summer heat is avoided. 

On the debit side, objectors 
point out that schools playing 
night football usually have to give 
much greater guarantees to in- 
vading teams — which offset in- 
creased profits — and the lights 
must be maintained and serviced 
the year around even though they 
are used a maximum of two 
months. 

Too. some School Board mem- 
bers object to junior traipsing all 
around the countryside on the 
night of games, racing recklessly 
from one end of the county to the 
other in dad's car. They claim 
it's not good. 

Whether Lower Merion rivals 
will be as quick to okay night 



competition is something else 

again. Haverford High's gridders 

pioneered night scholastic football 

with Cheltenham High, meeting 

the Panthers under the lights 

(and a dreary rain) at Temple 

Stadium about seven seasons ago. 

Soon after, Haverford solons 

ruled that the Fords couldn't 

engage in night football and it 

was necessary to suspend the 

series with Norristown for a few 

years on that account.

Installation of new equipment is afeeady scheduled 
for 146 central offices. 

Installation of wire and cable will step up as 
equipment is manufactured and as more and more 
telephone men come back from the war to their 
jobs. 

In short, right now things ace moving. 
Already the waiting lists are going 
down." There are fewer names on those 
lists today than there were at the peak, 
on June 30. 

And in the next 12 months, Western Electric 
expects to employ more people and produce 
more equipment than in any peacetime year.

So that's how she telephone situation in Pennsyl- 
vania shapes up today. Transition from war to 
peace is a big job. But we're used to big jobs, and 
we know the importance of this one.
